the Government, and that while it 
did endure, it never poffefied any 
fettled Peace or Tranquillity. Men 
will always be more governed by 
their Paffions than by their Reafon, 
and it is fo difficult to forefee and de- 
termine what is moft for the publick 
Good, that Men are ‘apt to deter- 
mine that to be moft for the publick 
Good, which beft fuits with their 
private Views and Paffions. This is 
the Caufe, that where the People 
have too great a Share of the Go- 
vernment in their Hands, the Peace 
of the State muft always be difturb’d 
with Parties or Faétions ; and’as the 
Vulgar, great as well as fmall, have 
generally but very little Forefight, 


and are violent in the Purfuit of 


every Paflion, this always, at laft, 
furnithes the Leader of fome Party 
or Facuon with Means to overturn 
the Conftitution of their Govern- 
ment, and to ufurp to himfelf a fole 
and arbitrary Power. 

I could demonftrate this Theorem, 
Sir, from Obfervations upon the Hif- 
tory of almoft all the Commonwealths 


Promoter got the Name of Publicola, 
By this, and by the Eleétion of their 
annual Magiftrates, the People had, 
I fay, a very great Share of the Go- 
vernment: But for many Years it 
was in Appearance only; for the 
B Senate and chief Patricians, even 
after the Tribunes of the. People 
were inftituted, had fo much Influ- 
ence among the People, that they 
preferved in their own Hands the

About the fame 
Time they got introduced the Cul- 
tom of chufing military Tribunes in 
the Place of Confuls, becaufe the 
Patricians would not allow, that any 
F Plebeian could be chofen a Conlul, 
whereas a Plebeian might be chofea 
a military Tribune ; and by Means 
of this Difpute, the Commonwealth 
came to be governed for many Yeats 
by military ‘{‘ribunes inftead of Cor- 
fuls; tho’ fuch was the Modefty of

Letter from Mr. Henry Baxen, Fellry 
of the Royal Society, to the Prefident, <e 
tmagine will be no difogreeable Amufement 
to our Readers. } 


HIS Tooth was fent to Mr, Pot, 
from Norwich, by Mr. William Ar. 
déron, It feems, fays be, to be a Crinde 
belonging to the Left’ Under- Jaw of a very 
large Elephant, as its own“Size and Weizhe 
may fhew: For the Circimference, mea. 
furel by a String drawn round the Edge, 
is 3 Feet, wanting’: Inch; in Length it 
meafures rs Inches;’ in Breadth, where 
wideft, 7 Inches, in Thicknefs above +; 
and its Weight is upwards of rr Pounds, 
On one Side it is convex, and on the 
other concave, with 16 Ridges and Fur. 
rows running on each Side tranfverfly, and 


C correfponding with the fame Number of 


Eminencies on ‘the grinding Edge, which’ 
appears furrowed like a Millftone. On the 
Bottom of the Part that lay within the 
Gum are feveral Cavities for the Infertion 
of the Nerves. The whole Tooth is almot 
intire, and feems very little, if at all, pe- 
trefied ; but, fince its being expofed to the 
Air, feveral little Cracks appear, Other 
monftrous Bones were found with it, 2 
I am informed; and particularly Thigh 
Bones, 6 Feet long, and as thick as the 
Thigh of a Man ; all which belonged, pro- 
bably, to the fame Animal; and may be 
confidered as farther Proofs of the Crea- 
ture’s enormous Size. 

The Place where, and the Manner 


E how, thefe Bones were difcovered, are 


Particulars fo well deferving Confidéra- 
tion, that I fhall make no Apology for 
relating them. ' 

A little Town, called Munfley, is fituated 
clofe to the Sea-fhore, on the North-Eatt 
Coait of the County of Norfolk, where the 
Sea is bounded by exceeding high rocky 
Cliffs: Some whereof being gradually un- 
dermined by the continual Dafhing of the 
Waves when the Tide comes in, great 
Pieces frequently tumble down upon the 
Shore: And by the tumbling down of one 
of thefe, the above-mentioned Bones and 
Grinder were difcovered. 

Here, therefore, can be little Reafon for 
imagining (as I know fome have done, 
when fuch-like Bones have been found in 
more inland Counties ) that the Romazt

of the World would thereby acquire dif- 
ferent Degrees of "Heat and Cold “than

formed where Continents had been : Con- 
tinents would be torn ‘in ‘funder, or per- 
haps {plit into Mands. The antient Bed of 


' the Sea would be changed into dry Land, 


and appear covered at firft with Shells, 
and other marine Bodies ; of which the 
ASion and nitrous Salts of the Air would, 
inatew Years, moulder away, and ‘turn 
to Dut thofe upon the Surface ; but fuch 
as were buried deep would be preferved, 
and remain for many Ages. :

in almoft every Country, at vaft Diftances 
from the Sea, and ‘even in the midkand 
Parts; are Demonftrations°of ‘the furpriz- 
ing Alterations that’ muft’ have happened 
as'td the Difpofition of Sea and Land: The 
‘Horns of' the great Moufe-Deer, dug fre- 
quently out of the Bogs in Ire/and, and 


fometimes in England, the Bones «and 


Teeth of Elephants found there} and this 
prefent Difcovery, together with fome 
others of the like Kind that have been 
made in England, feem to prove, that fuch 
Animals formerly inhabited thefe Cours 
tries, notwithftanding the Moufe-Deer ‘is 
known at prefent only in America, and 
Elephants are not found except in Africa 
and Afa. tn 

Part of the Horn and Palm of a Deer, 
found in a Chalk-Pit, at a Village called

INCE I have been under Sentence of A 


Death for the great Offence of which 
J now, by my own Confeffion, ftand con- 
viéted, I have had a very great Inclination 
to make a full Difcovery of that moft hor- 
rid Fat: And what I here relate is volun- 
tary, and J requct it may be publifhed be- 
fore my Exit, becaufe there have been 
many falfe Reports fpread about the Town, 
in regard to me, as well as feveral Perfons 
that are entirely innocent. I do not expe 
to live long in this World, and "tis no Mat- 
ter how few Moments a Wretch like me 
doth breathe ; but as the Laws of England 
always give a fhort Interval between Sen- 
tence and Execution, J will not fail of 
making the beft Ufe of the Time that is al- C 
Jowed me to make my Peace with the Al- 
mighty, whom I have fo highly offended. 
3n this Relation I fhall fcreen no body: 
Death is far preferable to Life, and if I had 
ten thoufand Lives, could they atone for 
my Offence, I would freely part with them. 
Mere follows: a true Relation, and I call 
God to be my Witnefs, that what is‘here 
¢ontained, is the Truth, the whole Truth, D 
and nothing but the Truth. 

This moft cruel Murder I committed on 
the asth of laft Afarch, on the moft wor- 
thy of Ladies. That very Day I was taken 
up, and committed into Cuftody of the 
Keeper of the Gareboufe Prifon in Wefmin- 

He ufed me with great Humanity, 
and perfuaded me (if I was concerned in the 
Murder) to make a Confeffion. From the 
Gatebouje 1 was brought Prifoner in a Coach 
to Newgate, and delivered into the Cuftody 
of the Keeper of that Goal; and the Sef- 
fions of Oyer and Terminer beginning at 
the Old Baily on B ne the gth of Apri/, 
1746, I was carried into Court in the 
Morning, and being fet to the Bar, I was 
arraign'd by the Name of Matthew Hender- 
fon, of the Parith of St. Mary-le- Bone (Mid- 
dlefex) for the Murder of my Lady, by 
giving her feveral mortal Wounds, witha 
Chopping-Knife or fmaill Cleaver, of which 
fhe died, 1 was arraigned a fecond Time 
on the Coroner's Inqueft, for the wilful 
Murder of my Lady ; and a third Time for 


Death, which I juftly deferve. Now I hg. 
gin my tragical Relation, which I Cannot 
repeat without great Sorrow and Tears, 

I have fome Reafon to give an Accouy 
of my Birth and Education, and it js }.. 
caufe there are many falfe Reports in th. 
Mouths of People who know nothing o 
me ; but I have little Regard to what 
faid, for it can do me no Prejudice. 

I was born in the Town of North B.. 
wick, in the Shire of Eaft Lothian, in th. 
Kingdom of Scotland, and was 19 Years of 
Age the 23th of laft March, My Father i; 
ftill living, and accounted a very honef, 
induftrious Man ; he gave me as good a 
Education as his Circumftances could x. 
ford, and before this unhappy Affair, no 
any one can fay I ever injur’d them, My 
‘Mother has been dead feveral Years, and 
I am very glad of it; for the loved m 
tenderly, and I believe this Affair would 
certainly have broke her:Heart. 

I have lived with my Mafter 5 Years; 
about 3 Years in Scotland, and 2 Year in 
London. For fome Time I have lived with 
him. in Wimple-Street, near Oxford-Chap:l, 
and I alfo lived with him in New Bond 
Strect. Tt was inthe former Street I lived lat, 
——No Servant could be better ufed than! 
was, and I never had- the leaft Diflike to 
my deceafed Lady ; for fhe was a Lady of 
great Humanity, and greatly refpected by 
all. her Servants, and my Mafter a mot 
worthy Gentleman, 

On the 25th of March, about 11 0'Clock 
at Night, Mary Platt, the Maid-Servant, 
told me, fhe would go and fee her Hul- 
band, and [{ faid the might do as the 
pleas’d: Then -the went out of Doon, 
and took the Key to let herfelf in again, 
and I fhut the Door after her, and then 
went into the Kitchen and clean’d fome 
Plate. From the Kitchen I went up into 
the Back-Parlour where I ufed to lie, and 
let down my Bed, in order to go to fleep. 
I pull'd off my Shoes, and tied up my 
Hair with my Garter, and that Moment 
the Thought came into my Head to kil 
my Lady. Before I came out of the Kit- 
chen, if any one would have told me, thi

When I had papered up my Hair, 
went down Stairs into the Kitchen, and 
took a fmall Cleaver or Chopping: Koilt, 
all made of Iron and Steel, and came 10!

When I was in the Room I could not 
kill her: I was in great Fear and Terror ; 
and I went out of the Room as far as the 
Stair Head, not above two or three Yards

The firft Blow I miffed, but the fecond 
I ftruck her on the Head, and the endea- 
voured to get out of Bed on that Side next F 
the Door, and when I ftruck her again, 
the moved to the other Side of the Bed, 
and fpoke feveral Words which I can’t 
remember, I repeated my Blows, and in 
ftruggling the fell out of Bed next the Win- 
dow, and then I thought it was Time 
to put her out of her Mifery, and I ftruck 
her with all my Might as fhe lay on the 
Floor, and the bled very much, and I cut G 
the Curtains in feveral Places with the 
Cleaver when I miffed my Blows. 

All the Words the faid was, when I 
ftruck her the third or fourth Blow, Ob 


Lord! what is this { She rattled in the Throat 


very much, and I was fo frighted that 
I ran down Stairs, and threw the Chopping- 
Knife into the Neceffary Houle, after having 
pulled-to her Bed-chamber Door. 

I then went into my Bed-chamber again, 
and fat down on my Bed for about ten 
Minutes, and then it came into my Head 


no Intent to rob the Houfe before I com- 
‘mitted the Murder, tho’ it has been given 
out in Speeches, both before and fince miy 
Condemnation, that what I have done was 
premeditated: But this I abfolutely deny, 
as I muft foon appear before the. Great 
Tribunal of the Almighty God, from whom 
no Secret can be hid. 

When I had determined to rob’ the 
Houfe, I directly ftruck a Light, and went 
into the Deceafed’s Bedchamber, and took 
her Pockets, as they’ were hanging on the 
Chair Back.——She was not dead then, 
but rattled very much in the Throat, and 
I was fo furprized that I fcarcely knew what 
I did. There was a great deal of Blood 
on the Floor, becaufe I had given her 
fo many cruel Wounds; and I would have 
given ten thoufand Worlds, could I have 
recalled what I had done. ‘ 

When I fearched her Pockets, I found: 
fix Guineas in Gold, about four or five 
Shillings in Silver, and Three-pence Half- 
penny in Copper. . 

I took her Keys out of her Pocket, and 
opened the Drawers, and took away two 
or three laced Caps, and an Handkerchief, 
I then opened a Glafs Drawer, where I 
found her Gold Watch, two Diamond Rings, 
and fome other Things of Value, but the 
Particulars I cannot remember. 

When I had rifled the Deceafed’s Draw- 
ers of every Thing valuable, I went down 
into the Back Parlour where I lay, and then 
I opened my Mafter’s Drawers, and took 
out half a Dozen of Holland Shirts, two 
Neckcloths, and two or three Pair of white ~ 
Stockings, a Pair of Screw Piftols, mount- 
éd with Silver, for which my Mafter paid 
fix Guineas a few Weeks before. 

_I alfo took away two Paduafoy Waift- 
coats, one trimm’d with Gold, the other 
with Silver Lace, and my own Livery 
Coat, which was of yellow Cloth, trimm’d 
with Silver, befides a Pair of Silver Buck- 
les ; but nothing elfe that I can remember. 

I put two of my Mafter’s Shirts on, and 
four into my Pockets ; and I put two of his 
Waiftcoats on, and my Livery Great-Coat 

over them. I intended to have taken ‘a 
blue Coat trimm’d with Gold Lace, and a 


light brown Coat, Silver-lac'd, with Plate’ 


Buttons, which belonged to my Mafter ; 
but I thought too many Cloaths would dif. 


cover me, and therefore r to ge 
away with what I had got. 
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1 went out of the Street-Door, and_faf- 
fened it with a Piece of Cord, and when I 
came into the Street, I was fo terrified that 
I could fcarcely walk. I went into Helbourn, 
where my Wife lodged, and all the Way I 
went, | thought my giurdered Lady followed 
me. The Watchmah was going Pa/f Two 


afk’d me if I had opened them ? I faid; 
Molly, I have not been mear them, Ye. 
Reply was, Then my Mifirefs bas come dows 
Stairs, and open’d them, and bas fourd ew 
bave both been out of Doors, and we pall 
bave Anger.——I look’d into the Dray. 
ers, and told her my Mafter’s Cloath; 


e’ Clock as I went along Holbourm ; fo that I A were gone; and the faid, J can’t belp it; 


was near a full Hour in committing this 
moft horrid Deed. 

I rung the Bell at the Door where my 
Wife lodged, and fhe came down Stairs 
and let me in, aod afked me what brought 
iné there at that Time of Night? I went 
up Stairs into her Bed-chamber, and put ail 
the Things into a Box, wiz. the. Gold 
Watch, the Diamond Rings, the Piftols, 
and my Mafter’s Apparel, and I am pofi- 
tive that I did not ftay in the Room near a 
Quarter of af Hour. Whilft I was put- 
ting the Things into the Box, my Wife 
afked me feveral ‘Times what I was doing ; 
and I anfwer’d, It’s no Bujinc{s of yoursi— 

he knew no more of this Robbery and 
Murder than the Child in the Mother's 
Womb, nor did fhe ever in her Life per- 
fuade me to do an ill Thing. If the had 
been guilty, I would now tell the Truth ; 
for what I declare can do her no Harm in 
fegard to lofing her Life. I am forry I ever 
accufed any innocent Perfon; but, I thank 
God, I cleared them before the Juftice, and 
I am very glad I did fo, and I hope they 
will forgive me. 

Whien I left my Wife's Lodgings, I came 
home to my Mafter’s Houfe again, and in 
endeavouring to break the String with 
which I had tied the Door, the Door (which 
went with a Spring-Lock) thut clofe to ; 
fo that I leck’'d myil out. I could not 
tell what to ae, but I concluded to get over 
the Rails into the Airy, and thought I 
could open tlie Airy-Door, and get into 
the Kitchen, and tor that Purpofe I got a 
Piece of Iron, much hike a Poker ; but I 
could not open the Airy-Door ; and I ftaid 
there till Mary Plact (the Maid) came 
home, which,was about Six o’ Clock in the 
Morning. She opened the Street-Door, 
and let herfelf in, and I call'd to her to 
open the Airy-Door; and 1 am fure 1 had 
been in the Ay tour Hours and an half 
before fhe came home, When I cailed wo 
her, the afked me what I was doing there, 
and where I had been? I faid, J dawe been 
to get two Shirts that tere mending, and I 
bave lock'd myfelf out. 1 was reaily in fuch 
Confufion, that I hardly knew what I did 
or faid, 

Vhen fhe bad let me in (which I think 
was about haléan Hour after Six in the

I have heard by Numbers of People, 
fince I have been under Sentence of Death, 
that it’s believ’d I conceal the Rings and 
Necklace. I mention this again, becaufe as G 
to the Rings, I kmew they were in the 
Box: And as tothe Necklace, I declare be- 
fore God that I never faw it.—Was I to 
‘eave the World in a few Moments, I would 
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declare the fame, and fhall with my latett 
Breath. 

I hope the World will not give any Cre- 
dit to falfe afd idle Reports, for there have 
been many fpread about Town fince I have 
been in Prifon, and I am very uneafy about 
it, becaufe few People knew much of me, 
and thofe that fpeak ill of me, cannot fay, 
I ever injured them. 

My Wife has been with me feveral Times 
fince I have been in the Cells, and her Sif- 
ter with her ; and they tell me the World 
won't believe that my Wife is innocent. 
I again. declare, that the knew nothing of 
my Intention, as I fhall anfwer to the Al- 
mighty God. 

She lived a Servant in my Majfter’s 
Family, and we have been married above 
nine Months, and fhe is nowbig with 
Child ; and no-body can fay an ill Thing 
of her ; and I believe, and am fure, fhe is 
an honeft Woman, for the always behaved 
well to me. 

I hope the World will not reflect upon 
her, for her Calamity is great enough. I 
have made her very mifetable ; and I hope 
God will forgive me for it. 

Falfe Reports fly about every Day; and 
for no other Reafon than the Satisfaction of 
the World, I publith this Account. 

For I have been informed, fince I have 
been in Newgate, that it’s faid up and down 
Town, That a Gentleman fhould come to 
this Goal to talk to mej and in the Dif- 
courfe that pafs’d between us fhou'd fay, 
Young Man, as you have murder’d your Lady 
in fuch a cruel Manner, you'll certainly be 
bang’d in Chains: And that I thould make 
Aniwer (with a carelefs Air) J hope nor, for 
if they bang me in Chains, I /hail catch Cold. 

I call God to witnefs, That I never 

mentioned any: fuch Words: Nor do I 
know of any Gentleman that talk’d to me 
on fuch a Subjeét. . I fay but very little to 
any body ; for I have other Thoughts, and 
endeavour to prepare myfelf for a future 
State. :; 
I defire but a fhort Time to live, for I 
am in fuch Terror (Day and Night) that I 
have no Reft.——I continually think 1 fee 
my murder’d Lady before my Face, efpe- 
cially in the Night, I think fhe ftands be- 
fore me in my Cell, with all her bloody 
Wounds. It is not poffible to exprefs the 
Sorrow and Terfor I am under. : 

I have nothing further to fay, but beg 
the Prayers of all good Chriftians, and 
hope all Perfons 1 have offended will for- 
give me, and Lord have Mercy on my Soul,

My Lords and Gentlemen, 


HE Bufinefs of the Seffion being now 

concluded, I believe, you cannot be 
pnwilling to return to your refpective 
Counties ; as you mutt be fenfible, that the 
many good Laws which you have paffed, 
will receive an additional Weight by your 
Authority in executing, and by your Exam- 
ple in obferving them. 

The almoft unprecedented Temper and 
Unanimity with which you have carried on 
the publick Bufinefs, your unfhaken Fide- 
lity to the King, your inviolable Attach- 
ment to the prefent happy Conftitution, 
and your jut Indignation at the Attempts 
Jately made to fubvert it, will advantage- 
oully diftinguith this Seffion in the Journals 
of Parliament; and the concurrent Zea 
and ative Loyalty of all his Majefiy’s 
Proteftant Subjeéts, of all Denominations,

rative of a Murder committed at Cambridge 
on Mr. Afbton, a young Student of Sr. 
Yobn’s College there, by another Student of 
the fame College. It was faid to be oc- 
cafion’d by Mr. Afbron and two other Stu- 
jents, his Companions, having privately 
ftolen a Pair of Silver Buckles, from an- 
other Student; who coming at laft to dif- 
cover who they were that had wrong’d 
him, made a great Stir about it: On which 
it was refolv'’d by the three firft to affafli- 
nate and murder him ; but Mr. Ajbton re- 
lenting, privately advertis’d the Gentleman 
of it, and thereby difconcerted their Scheme. 
Upon which the other two, fufpecting 
Avton to be the Caufe of their Difappoint- 
ment, refolv’d to murder him ; which was 
{id to be done by one of them in the 
Night, who had found Means to lie in Mr. 
Ajbten’s Chambers for that Purpofe, Thus 
the Affair was then reprefented: And af- 
terwards there appear’d this Paragraph in 
the Papers. ** There having been fo many 
ferent Accounts handed about relating to 
che unhappy Affair of the Death of young 
Mr. Afhton, of St. Fobn’s College, Cam- 
‘idee, feemingly fo contradi€tory to one 
another, we thall not pretend to give a 
particular Account, till we can do it with 
more Certainty.——It may, however, at 
prefent, be proper to obferve, with regard 
to the Conduét of the College (which is 
remarkable for good Difcipline) that tho’ 
the Coroner, after Having fat on the Body 
of the Deceafed, did not think fit to com- 
mit young Mr. B——1/y (who was fuppofed 
to be with the Deceafed when the melan- 
choly Affair happened) to Prifon ; yet they 
(the College) took Care to confine him to 
his Room, by the Power they have over 
their own Scholars, with two Perfons to 
watch him Day and Night, till the Friends 
of the Deceafed could undertake the farther 
Enquiry.

pel, or to be able Lawyers or Phyficians. 
Befides, the great Increafe of the Expence 
of Education, muft incapacitate many from 
enjoying the Benefit of Univerfity Learn- 
ing, who might otherwife have proved fome 
of the greateft Ornaments of thofe Profef- 
fions.

A Captain of Highlanders, whom Gene- 
ral Bland had detach’d with a Party of 70 
Highlanders, and 30 of King fion’s Men, to 
Keith from Stratblogie, has been furpriz’d, 
and has loft his whole Party, except a Cor- 
met and five of King fon’s Men, and two 
Horfes, and one Highlander, who made 
their Efcape. The Rebels march'd from 
Fochabers in the Night, furrounded Kerh, 
and enter’d at both Ends. As the Camp. 
belis lay in the Church, and defended the 
Church- Yard for above Half an Hour, du- 
ring which there was very brifk Firing, it is 
not doubted but the Rebcls paid dear for 
this Advantage. 

The King’s Army is at prefent divided 
in 3 Cantonments; the whole firft Line, 
confifiing of fix Battalions, the Duke 
of King fen"s Horfe and Cobham’s Dragoons, 
are at Strathbogie, within 12 Miles of the 
Spey, under the Command of the Lord 
Albemarle and Major General Blaxd. The 
Referve, confifting of 3 Battalions with 
4 Pieces of Cannon, under the Command 
of Brigadier-General Mordaunt, are at Old 
Meldrum, half Way between Strathbogie 
and this Place. And the whole fecond 
Line, confifting of the fix remaining Bat- 
talions, and Lord Mark Kerr’s Regiment of 
Dragoons, are ftill here. 

By the beft Accounts we have, there 
are few or none of the Rebels leftupon the 
Spev Side.

By all we can learn from 
all their different Parties, there is great Dif- 
order and Confufion amongft them ; which, 
added to the Want of Money, has oc- 
cafion’d many Mutinies and great Defertion 
amongft their People. His Royal High- 
nefs has fpar’d no Pains or Trouble to put 
every Thing in Readinefs to have been in 
Motion long ago ; but he has met with fo 
many Difficulties of crofs Winds, and other 
Accidents, as have hitherto prevented him. 
The 3 laft Days of dry South Wind have

14. March. Egan to heighten the Para- 
pets of our Wallis. on the 
Side where we apprehended the Rebels 
would attack us. This Work continu’d the 
whole Week thro’, till the two Faces of the 
Baftions were rais’d to 7 Feet high. 

15th. A Detachment of the Garifon, with 
fome Men belonging to his Majefty’s Sloops 
of War, went in arm’d Boats to endeavour 
to deftroy Kilimady Barns, commonly called 
the Corpoch ; The Rebels thereupon flock’d 
We fir’d fome 
Swivels from our Boats. Several fmall 
Shot wereexchang’d. We had a Sailor kill’d, 
and 3 Men wounded. The Tide failing, 
this Scheme mifcarry’d. 

Tuefday 18. The Baltimore, Capt. Ri- 
chard How, went up towards Killmady 
Barns, in order to prote& the landing of 
our Men ; he fir’d feveral Shot, and threw 
fome Cohorn Shells, and fet one Hovel on 
Fire, but could not attempt landing, for 
the Rebels were intrench'’d by a hollow 
Road, or Rill, and in great Numbers. The 
Baltimore’s Guns being only 4 Pounders, 
had no Effeé& on the Stone Walls of thefe 
Barns, which the Rebels had loopholed. We 
brought ourPeople back without any Damage, 

19th. We heard that a Man whom we 
fir’d at laft Sunday with a Swivel, was an 
Engineer in Chief of the Rebels, and was 
dangeroufly wounded ; alfo heard that we 
had kill'd 4 Rebels at Corpoch.

About Ten that Night 
the Rebels open'd a fecond Bomb Battery G 
near the Bottom of the faid Cow-Hi//, a- 
bout 300 Yards off, from which, and their

The Rebels fir’d a 
good deal all this Morning, and we plied 
them a little with our Mortars and Guns. 
About 3 in the Afternoon our Party re- 
turn’d with 29 good Bullocks and Cows. 
This Evening we fent off another Party of 
40 Men, for another Prize of Bullocks, to 
pafs the Narrows of Carron, and get off all 
they could from the Rebels Eftates. 
Wednefday 26. We fir'd flowly at their 
Batteries on the Hills, and as they only 
fir’d from two Guns, we concluded that 
we had difmounted the third. This After- 
noon our Boats return’d with Catrle and 
Sheep from the Country near Airdpbielas 5 
they alfo brought in 4 Prifoners, one. of 
which was wounded. The Party burn’d 
two Rebel Villages on Appin’s Eftate. Ths 
Night Capt. Score went out and damm'd up 
fome Drains near our Walls, in Hopes, if 
rainy Weather, to make a {mall Inunda- 
tion, and with fome Pioncers rais’d the 
Glacs, 
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cis, or rather a Parapet, to 7 Feet ; 
fa Want of Palifadoes we could not make 
a right cover’d Way, but ftill this will pre- 
vent the Rebels feeing the Foot of our 
Walls. 

Thurfday 27. At Day-break the Rebels 
opened their new Battery of 4 Embra- 
zures, 
with which they fired very brifkly. We 
plied them well’ with our Mortars and 
Guns, and ‘filenced one Gun before Eight 
in the Morning ; about Nine we fet their 
Battery Magazine on Fire, which blew up. 

Their Fire was moftly laid at our Build- 
ings, which they could not reach very low. 
We had this Day two Men a little bruis’d, 
and the Governor’s Horfe wounded in the B 
Stable. Thus in 8 Days Siege, and pretty 
{mart firing with Cannon, and 300 fix 
Inch Shells thrown at us, we have loft but 
one Man kill'd, feven wounded, and two 
bruis’d. We are all in good Spirits, and 
hope to give a very good Account of our- 
felves.

Y the Succeffes of the King of Sar- 
dia mentioned in our laft, and by 
his reducing moft of the other Places 
poffeffed by the French in Piedmont, it was 
computed that the latter had loft 12 or 


| 13000 Men befides Deferters, and Marthal 


Mailiebois with the Remains of his Army 
is retired to a ftrong Camp at Nozi, leav- 


| ing Valencia to be befieged by the Enemy, 


which it would have been before now, if 
the bad Weather Had not prevented the 
King of Sardinia’s Army from ating ; but 
in the mean Time they have been prov:- 
ding every Thing proper for eafrying on 
the Siege, and by next Mail, it is expected, 
we thall have an Account of ifs being begun. 

Whilf& the King of Sardinia, was thas 
employed in driving the French out of his 
Country, the Aufirian Reinforcements, un- 
der General Count Brotun, wete advancing 
through Germany towards the Mantuan with 
all poffible Expedition ; and they were not 
long arrived before they entered upon Ac- 
tion, for the General with the firft Colamn 
arrived at Mantua about the Middle of laft 
Month ; and on the 18th they took Poffef- 
fion of Lodi, which the Spaniards had aban- 
doned, together with confiderable Maga- 
zines they had there, and in the Neighbour- 
hood, On the roth, the Spaniards quitted 
Milan, having before fent all their Cannon 
to Pavia ; and the fame Day Prince Lew- 
erfein, with a Party of Avfrian Huffars, 
retook Poffeffion of that City for the Em- 
pre(s Queen of Hungary. From. this Time 
Skirmithes were happening daily between 
the Auffrians and Spaniards, generally to 
the Advantage of the former ; and before 
the End of the Month General Brows in- 
velted Guaftalia, where there was a Spanifh 
Garifon of near 2000 Men, who at firft 
made a Shew of heing refolved to defend 
themfelves, and made a vigorous Sally with 
400 Men, but being repuls’d by Col. Ma- 
gure at the Head of his Warafdins, anda 
Party of 3000 Men, which were coming 
to their Relief, defeated by General Na- 
dufti, they furrender’d themfelves Prifoners 
of War, to the Number: of 1766 Men, 
amongft whom were General Casaffa, 2 
Colonels, and a great many other ers. 
After the Redu@tion of this Place General 
Brown marched and invefted Parma, where 
the Marquifs de Caftellar was fhut up with 
about sooo Men, upon which the Spanifh 
General, Count Gages, marched with his 
whole Army from Pavia, in order to relieve 
Parma, but when he came to the Taro, he 
found the oppofite Banks of that River 
poffeffed by General Brown, who was foon 
after joined by GeneralBernclaun with the 
Body of Troops under his Command, ahd

to fend out the beft Part of the Troops 
under his Command, by the Negle¢t of. one 
of the “i ea Officets, who-was that very 
Day tried and convicted, and next Morn- 
ing hanged for his Neglect ; fo that the Ga- 
rifon now confilts of only 2000 Regular 
Ttoops, and 7 or Soce armed Peafants. - 
‘The City of Bafia in Corfica, which, 
with the Affiftance of our Men of War, 
had been fubdued by the Malecontents, is 
again retutned to the Ohedience of the Ge- 
nocfe, by the fole Means of the Citizens 
themfelves, who, when Count Riwaro/a, 
the Malecontent Chief, was eut upon an 
Expedition, and our Fleet retired, over- 
powered his Party in the Town, and. fhut 
the Gates againft his Return, making Pri- 
foners of moft of his Partifans fome ef whom 
have already been fent Prifoners to Genoa. 

As not only the Diet of Rati/bon, but 
moft of the Circles of the Empire have re- 
folved upon a Neutrality, and not to allow 
either Side to attack the other upon the 
Rhine, we thall not probably have any War 
there this Campaign; but in landers the 
Campaign will very foon be opened, the 
‘Armies on both Sides having begun to in- 
camp: As the French are by much the more 
‘rumerous, it is thought, they will endea- 
vour very foon, if poffible, to attack the 
Allies in their Camp, which they have 
formed near Mecblin, and as the French are 
forming their Camp near Bruffeh, the two ' 
Armies may foon come to an Engagement,
